It matters not what plan they adopt, it never
gnoceeds, If they anthorize the Highway Da-
partment to undertake the task, a greal deal
of pains is taken to employ laborers in the
wards where their volss can be most eifso-
tive, or to put on the pay-roll men more
famoua for their skill at the polla thaa their
sotivity in handling scrapers and shovela.
About election times extraordinary ao-
tivity prevails; but a‘ all other seasons
the streets remain disgustingly dirty. If
Counoils employ conteactors, the filth may be
"a.tl.-.ared up and oarted off once or twicea
year, but it seems vain to expect more fre-
quent and thorongh purification. Contractors
ealonlate very clogely. If they wail nntil the
gtreets are full of garbage, the cost of oollso-
tion and removal is about repaid by the valae
of the material a8 manure, and the sum re-
osivaed from the city is nearly all olear profil;
while frequent sweepings and sorapings,
although decidedly desirable to the publio,
leave too small a margin. The oontraot
system, as practically administered in this oity
during the last few yeara, has amomnted to
but little more ®han an agreement Lo pay
the oontractors for cleauing the strets
at Intervals when they were sure of ocollect
ing remnnerative quantities of manure. This
system is bad enongh, but at one time even a

worae oustem prevailed in New York, for the I

tax-payers of that oity were paying a million

of dollars, nominally, for oleauing the strests, |

when no real service of any kind was ren-
dered for this money, the whole snm bsing

recklegaly squandered among the favorites |

and partisans of plandering offivials. In this
progressive age, when the world ia startled
year after year by some stupendouns new tri.
nmph of soience or engineering skill, whau
the mightiest rivers are epaomed by bridges,

the bed of old ocean mads the resting-place of |

telegraphio oables, ship canals dog out of
deserts, citiea built on piles, and the loftiest
mountains orosged by rallways, modern oivili-
zation, as typified M City Councils and High-
way Departments, has proved totally inoom-
petent to grapple with the mighty task of
Sweeplug up and keeping clean the publiv
Btreets | KEverybody knows how to doic. No
superior mechanieal or industrial knowladgs
1s necessary. Theend aimed at is a thonsan
times more simple than the labor imposed
upon Heroules when he was called upon to
olean the Augean stables, but it is evidently
too muoch for the wisdom of City Couuoils.
The moat oharitable conclusion is that they
have preferred practising the great goveru-
mental art of “‘how not to do it,”” toan varmest
and honest effort to devise a simple bat <

olent method for achieviog a simple but very
important result.

In view of theircontinued failures, it I3 im.
posaible for the Board of Health to prave luas
efficlent, and there are good reasons for ballev-
ing that if that body is untrammelled it will
not'disappoint the just expectations and de-
gires of the citizens of Philadelphia. At the
outaet, however, we regret that an apparent
oonfliot of jurisdiotion is threutened, The act
of the Legislature directs the board, within
twenty days after ils paseage, to advertise for
proposals, and to farnish speoification:
phowing how often and im what manuer

the proposed work I8 to be dens,
and it apparently ocontemplatss
the commencement of a new system

of atreet oleaning in all porlions of the oity,
with new contractors and mew brooms, so
that the proverbial advantages of novelty io
this department of Indunstry may bs realizd.
Councils, however, after concidering a motion
to authorize the Mayor to rescind existing
oontracts, have indefinitely postponed the
further oonsideration of that proposition, aui
a disposition ia thus apparently evinoed to adop
& sort of dog-in-the-manger policy, We pre
pume that in due season all tha legal baariugs
of this queation will be fully explalned; but io
the meantime there is little doubt that Conn-
olls would best serve the public interests by

surrendering whatsver real or
spparent control they may slill possess over
the business they have failed to tranaact in a
gatisfactory manner. Let the Board of Health
have a fair trial, and win credit or odium,
scoording to the skill and eflivlency they dis-
play. In seasons when pestilence is threat-
ened, that body ocau soarcely fall to prove
more alive to danger, and more anxious to
avert it, than any other department.

The Abolition of Caplial FPuanishment,
Wz publish to-day the petition of & member
of the bar of this city, prayiog the Legis-
lature to abolish oapital punishment. We
belisve, on general prinoiples, that hanging a
man s the worst nse soclety can put him to;
but g0 long a8 that is the law of the land, we,
a8 law-abiding citizens, are bound to oall for
its vigorous exeoution., In a conntry like
ours all persons should be protected equally
by the laws, and all persons who violats them,
whether rioh or poor, ignorant or learusd,
surronoded by friends or friendless, should
be held by society to answer at its bar for
every offunse. We agree with Mr. Kilgore
that punishment ehould inclande the idea of
reparation for the crime, and, as faras praoti-
cable, the reformation of the eriminal also. In
our laws too little attention is paid to thess
objects, whioh gives to them a look of arbi-
trary, vindiotiveness which doubiless has s
bad inflaence upon depraved minds. If some
plan could be devised whereby soclety conld
be protected, and at the same time have the
penalty corrective and reformatory rather
than revengeful, makiog long years of good
conduot in prison available to the prisoner,
daring which time hs might have opportu-
nity to  make reparation to those
whom he has wronged, by contribnting
his earnings, less what it costs the Common-
weslth to keep bim, it might ba an improve-
ment upon the present system. In oases of
sssaulte snd batteries he might be gentenced
till he could earn enough to pay his fins, In
| cases of burglary, theft, etc., he might be im.
prisoned long enongh to earn double the
| amount of property taken, and if, in addition
to this, he should produce an uunblemished
record of good behavior whils in prison, and
give security for good behavior therealter, he
oould be set at liberty.
| It is possible that th's same principle wonld
apply to murderers. The prospect of beiug
pot at liberty, after an lmprisonment of twenty
years of hard toll, to repalr the wrong doue to

an Individual and to Boolety, might stimnlate
the worat of oriminals to have an untarnished
record, by sinoere repentance and good oon-
duot, cultivating #self -respeoct, which always
leads to reformation. We shonld want the
pardoning power put futo the hands of a com-
migaion, conslating of the Governor, Jundges of
Bupreme Court, and at least six other per-
sons, removed as far as posalble from poli-
tios, 8o that every case might rest alone upon
its own merits. The present atate of things
shows that our methods of dealing with orimi-
nals are defeotive, and unless some adequate
remedy is devised, we shall soon have a vigi-

lance committee to proteot the lives and pro-
perly of our oltizens.

OBITUARY,

Dr. Robley Dunglison,

The medioal profession has loet one of Il
most distivguished ornaments by the death of
Dr. Bobley Dunglison, at his residence, No. 1118
Girard streel, lastevening, at 8 o'clock, Dr.
Dupglison’s death was not unexpeoted, as he
bad been sullering for a long time from heart
dlsesse and dropsy, and for seversl months
past he was so Il as to be confined to the
housae,

Dr. Dunglison was Engliah by birth, bul for
the greator portion of his life he resided 1o this
country, and he was thoroughly identified with
the medioal profession in the United Btates
He was born 1n the year 1798 at Keswlck, Qum-
berland connty, in the north of KEagland, and
he was oonsequently in the seventy-second
year of his sge al the time of his death, Dr,
Dunglison commenced the praoctice of medl-
oine 1n London in 1810, In 184 he was Invited
Lo nocept Lhe poaltlon of Professor of Medloine
in the University of Virginia, and he aeoords
ingly removed (o the United States, He re
tained his connection with the University o=
Virginia untll 1883, when he acoopted the post!
tion of Professor of Materla Medioa and Thera,
peutics in the Unlversity of Maryland, - Daring
the resldence ef Professor Dunglison In Vir-
ginia be became acgualn'ed with Presldent
Madison, and a warm frlendshlp sprang up,
which eontinued until the death of Mr,Madison.
Dr. Dunglison's great work on “Human Physl-
ology,"” published In 1832, was dedioated to Mr,
Madison.

Dr, Danglison was elected in 1838 to fill the
chalr of Professor of Medicine In the Jefferson
Medlcul Gollege of Pennsylvanlia, This posi-
tion he held until the spring of 1863, when he
was compelled to resign it on account of il
health,

Dr. Dungllson was an enthuoslast in his pro-
fosslon, aid he was the author of & number of
valnable medical works whioh are rcoognized
as standard authorities on Lhe subjects on
which they treat. His*“Dlotionary of Medloal
Seolenoe'" was publisned In 18433, “Kiements of
Hyglene and Huaman Health,” and “General
Therapeutics and Materin Medloa,"” in 1536; and
“New Remedles"” [u 1839, He also edited “*Mas,
sendre's Formulary,” and the “QOyolopm 1la of
Practioal Medlclne," of Dra, Forbes, Tweeodle,
and Conolly, It I8 eatimated that over one hun~
dred thousand coples of his works have been
distributed in a'most every porilon of the
world.

Dr, Dupgiison was s member of & greal num,
ber ol liteiary and sclentifiy gocleties In the
United 2lates aud Europe, He was Proesldent of
tho Musical Fand Boclety and Viee-President og
the Penunsylvania Institation for the Eduaocatlon
of the Bliud. He bhad & deep inlerestin the
proeperity of the last.named lostitotion, and
gave his valnable asslalance In the preparation
of a diotionary for the use of the blind. Dr,
Dunglison slood at the top of his profession,
and his loss will be deeply regretled In the
medical and selentifle world. Persounally he
was anamlable and accomplished genlleman,
and he leaves a large clrole of devoled frlends
to mourn his death,
